The Recent Changes in Paper Prod- 
ucts Company’s Force. 


Treasurer Peet Discusses Changes and Gives Reasons for 
Them—Paper Products Company Executive Committee 
Did Not Hold Expected Meeting—The Question of 
the Advance in Straw Board Prices. 








The affairs of the two large box board companies came 
in for considerable discussion during the past week because 
of the reductions in the official force of each, as announced 
exclusively in THE Paper Trape JourNAL last week. The 
opinions expressed in regard to the sweeping changes were 
naturally of a varied character. Because of the prominence 
of some of the men and their acknowledged commercial 

lue the action of the two companies in dispensing with 
heir services was the subject of some criticism. To many 

the trade the withdrawal of the men referred to is in- 
terpreted as a confession of weakness on the part of both 
he United Box Board and Paper Company and the Paper 
Products Company. The officials of these two companies, 
wever, while admitting that they are not surprised that 

e trade should put such an interpretation on their 
ction, are, nevertheless, convinced that they acted for the 

st interests of both companies. 

Speaking in regard to the changes F. M. Peet, treasurer 

the United, said to a representative of THe Paper 
fRADE Journa this week: 

“We were very sorry to dispense with the services of the 
gentlemen, who have been with the companies since their 
ganization, but no other course was open to us. The 
essened demand for boards this winter and the conse- 
juent reduction in receipts necessitated the curtailment in 
peratimg expenses. Such action is good business policy, 

pecially where the efficiency of the companies is not im- 
paired, and we do not think that there will be any trouble 
on this score, Both companies are gaining gradually and 
will im time no doubt be on good, solid foundations. The 
United Box Board and Paper Company is doing very well, 
considering the rather poor demand for boards during the 
past winter. The net gain of the United for the first three 
months of this year is $50,000 ahead of the figures for the 
corresponding period of 1903. For April of this year the 
net profit of the United is $70,000. These figures speak 
lor themselves and are satisfactory evidence of the im- 
proved condition of the company.” 

On Thursday of last week the officials of the United 
dispemsed with the services of J. D. Powers, manager of 
the company’s department of maintenance and construc- 

on. The saving of his salary to the company will still 
urther increase the receipts of the United. 

At the Paper Products Company, W. G. Shortess is in 
harge of the sales department in place of C. W. Bell. A. 
|. Alford, treasurer of the company, now has the general 
superimtendency of the sales department of that company, 
n- addition to his other duties. 

As there was “no quorum” present at the meeting of the 
executive committee of the Paper Products Company 

heduled for Tuesday of this week, the business that was 

ome before the committee lies over till next week. Of 

s business, the most important matter was the proposi- 

n to advance the price of straw board $5 per ton. This 
ibjeect was discussed last week by the committee, and was 
left with a sub-committee for action and to make its report 
on Twesday,. While it is not definitely known what de- 
cision was reached, it is taken for granted that the com- 


mittee will report that an advance on straw board is war- 
ranted by the conditions of that branch of the business, but 
that action on the subject should be deferred till a little 
later. An advance now, in the face of a dull market, 
would, it is claimed, do no special good. When business 
improves an increase in the price of straw board will no 
doubt be made; so it is stated at the offices of the com- 
pany. 

In regard to the possible advance in straw boards, it is 
said that the reason for asking more money is because of 
the practical failure of the straw crop this year. Reports 
from the wheat belts of Ohio and Indiana indicate the 
worst condition known in years. The Government report 
on the straw crop, made a few weeks ago, states that at 
that time the prospect was that the crop would be but 
about 40 per cent. of the average yield. An even smaller 
percentage has been estimated by the contractors who sup- 
ply the mills of the United with their raw material. One 
of these men, after going all over the territory, wrote the 
officials of that company that it now looks as if the crop 
would be but about 25 per cent. of the average crop. The 
lateness of the opening of spring, which has delayed early 
planting, and the bad weather conditions, which have in- 
jured the seeds already in the ground, are responsible for 
the prediction that the crop will be very short. Should 
this prove to be true, an advance in straw board will be- 
come inevitable. 


Consolidation of Chicago Board Offices.

Though the Chicago office of the Paper Products Com- 
pany will not be entirely discontinued, it will be greatly 
reduced in size and expenses. For several months past the 
importance of the Chicago office has been steadily dimin- 
ishing and the proposition to abolish it was seriously con- 
sidered at the New York office. 

The offices of the Paper Products Company are now 
combined with the offices of the American Straw Board 
Company. On Sunday, May 1, the Paper Products Com- 
pany gave up its sumptuous suite of offices in the Mer- 
chants Loan and Trust Company Building and moved 
what of its furniture was necessary for the accommodation 
of its reduced office force to the offices of the other com- 
pany in the Old Colony Building. The reduction of the 
office force will be as outlined in Tue Paper TRADE 
JourRNat last week. 

Any apprehension that the combined office forces will be 
in each other’s way on account of rush of work is dispelled 
by an interview which E. M. Watkins, secretary and treas- 
urer of the American Straw Board Company, gave to the 
representative of THe Paper Trape Journat. He asserts 
that the box board and paper business is manifesting a 
slowness in keeping with other lines of industry. Mr. 
Watkins said: 

“Our business for this month has started to fall off. In 
March business was good, and our experience was similar 
to that shown by the report of the United States Steel 
But what promised to be 
a continuous improved demand turns out disappointing. 

“For the entire period of the current calendar year we 
have done better to date than last year. Even for the 
month of April we shall probably make as much money as 
we did in the corresponding month of 1903. Operating 
expenses are now being so adjusted and orders are so dis- 
tributed to the best mills to such an extent that the internal 
feeling with the company is an easy one. 

“We do not have to worry from day to day about meet- 
ing the company’s financial needs. The present manage- 
ment is able to take care of the company’s wants and

TO BE DISCUSSED. 


(Questions to Come Before International 
Brotherhood of Paper Makers. 


The Shorter Week and the Three “‘ Tour’? System—Plan for 
Providing a Defense Fund and for Sustaining the 
Official Publication—The Results of Unau- 
thorized Sirikes—Election of Officers. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., May 3, 1904.—The annual conven- 
tion of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers 
and Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Workers is to be held 
at Niagara Falls next week, opening on Monday. The 
principal questions before the convention this year will 
again be the shorter week or the three tour system, plans 
for accumulating a defense or strikers’ relief fund, and a 
more complete control of the organization by the executive 
board in the matter of strikes at least. 

Last year these questions were up, and the convention 
left the question of hours of labor to be fixed by the local 
unions as circumstances might require. Plans were formu- 
lated to raise a fund to help out in the event of a strike, 
and it was decreed that no strike should be declared with- 
out the sanction of the International Brotherhood’s execu- 
tive board. In spite of the latter provision strikes were 
declared by local unions at Norfolk and Carthage, N. Y., 
for trivial causes without consulting the executive board 
of the International Brotherhood. These, with the strike 
in Holyoke, used up the defense fund and were a heavy 
drain on the locals. ’ 

Now a plan is proposed to create an international de- 
fense fund by making each subordinate union contribute $5 
per member for that purpose; no member or subordinate 
union being entitled to financial assistance unless the $5 
per capita has been paid in. It is also proposed to require 
each subordinate union to keep up a fund equal to $5 for 
each member, so that when money is drawn by the execu- 


‘tive board it can be replaced at once in local’s treasury 


and keep up the standard amount. Through this plan of 
procedure it is figured that a fund of $75,000 or more 
would be on hand all the time to be drawn upon in the 
event of a strike, As the local strikes last year were gen- 
erally a failure and sufficient funds to maintain those out 
of work were not obtainable, there is a strong probability 
that the proposed big defense fund will not receive the 
most enthusiastic support. Prevailing conditions in the 
paper business are likely to induce the delegates to the 
convention to leave the question of hours of labor with 
the locals, as was done last year. 

The election of officers and a proposition to make every 
member of the organization become a subscriber to their 
official organ will probably be the most interesting features 
In the matter of the official journal it 
is proposed to follow the plan of the Typographical Union,

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REPORTS ON PRICES AND DEMAND. 


No. 2 Manilas Have Been Advanced—Mills in All Grades 
Are Busy as a Rule—Jobbing 
Trade Steady. 











The state of the New York paper market has not changed 
very much from week to week this spring. Unlike other 
years there has been an absence of activity. In fact there 
has been little of what might be called spring trade this 
year. The reasons for this are well known. The adverse 
manufacturing conditions the past winter which delayed 
the filling of orders and the lateness of the opening of 
spring are, of course, principally responsible for the pres- 
ent quiet tone of the market. As the mills could not get 
out their orders the trade had to fall back on what hap- 
pened to be in stock and also on various odds and ends. 
This state of things lasted till late in March. Then when 
the mills began to get out their full production the demand 
slackened and the trade found that it could get along fairly 
well with the goods coming in on the orders that had been 
held up most of the winter. Now, as the summer season 
is approaching, jobbers and consumers are sailing close to 
the wind and are trying to get along without ordering more 
goods till the market weakens under the dullness of the 
summer season. In view of the foregoing it is no wonder 
that trade is quiet. But while the volume of new business 
is not what it should be, especially in New York, it is a 
fact that all the mills are comfortably situated as far as 
orders are concerned. This more advantageous position of 
the mills is a subject of much speculation among paper 
men. It is due in part, no doubt, to the fact that the mills 
got somewhat behindhand during the winter and have not 
caught up as yet. Their contract business plus the 
accumulation of old orders, together with the new business 
that has come in since March; have all combined to bring 
about the present state of activity with the mills. Some 
of the manufacturers have, of course, caught up on their 
old orders and are now looking for new business. A few 
of those making the cheaper grades of manilas are said to 
be seeking orders. But while such is the case with some 
manufacturers, others are trying to advance their price. 
A positive advance has been made by the International Pa- 
per company this week on its No. 2 manilas and on its 
express papers. The former have been advanced $3 per 
ton and the latter about one-eighth of a cent per pound. 
Speaking of manilas, an authority on the subject said this 
week: “Staple and standard grades of manila papers are 
in fair demand at market prices. The demand, however, 
is not equal to that of other years.” The demand for ma- 
nilas is better outside of New York than in the city. In 
book, news and writings the condition of the market has 
not changed much during the past week. Box boards are 
in rather slow demand. All the mills are running this 
week. 


Orders at Holyoke More Liberal.

Business remains practically the same as last week, al- 
though the first warm days of spring have revived trade a 
little, and the orders are coming in a trifle better than a 
week ago. It can be said that the month just closed was 
somewhat below the average of the same month last year, 
one reason being that everyone was stocking up then in 
anticipation of a strike, the length of which no one could 
tell. With no such prospect in view this year buyers are 
not anxious to place orders for goods they are not in 
need of. 

Manufacturers state that jobbers are apparently buying 
only for immediate needs, but nearly all of the mills 
have found business enough to keep them running full. 

The American Writing Paper Company has found very 
little change in business over last week. The divisions 
are, however, supplied with orders enough to keep them 
running. Indications point to better business, and the 
sales department is receiving encouraging reports from the 
branch offices. 

The Chemical Paper Company reports a good trade. Its 
mill is running full and orders have come in well. April 
business of the company was fully up to expectations. 

Other mills in this section make reports along the same 
line hey have business enough to keep moving, but 
could easily handle more. Ferry. 


Boston Manufacturer Advances Manila Price.

Business developments last week with the city jobbing 
paper houses were somewhat limited, due partly to the fact 
that the month closed with the week and partly to the con 
tinuous heavy rains. Last week was a very wet week, the 
rain being constant from. Wednesday morning to Saturday 
night. Many of the rivers and streams throughout a por- 
tion of New England were flooded almost to the danger 


line, but in the northern part of Maine, where water is 
wanted to float logs, no rain fell. Some of the sulphite 
and pulp mills of Maine report a scarcity of logs. So far 
this week the consumptive demand for paper shows a little 
improvement. The feeling is entertained by some dealers 
that business will be rather quiet during the next few 
months. Manufacturers seem to be having trade enough 
to keep.the mills running full; not a paper manufacturer 
seen of late but what claims to be very busy. Under date 
of April 27 the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, of 
this city, notified the trade of an advance of one-eighth 
cent per pound on its “Kineo Fibre” grade of manilas. 
The market generally is very firm. Tissue papers are no 
more plentiful than during recent past weeks, and the price 
holds up strong, but the consumptive demand is not so 
heavy. The mill distribution of lithographic papers shows 
considerable improvement of late, and there is a fair move- 
ment in box boards.

Wisconsin Fiat Paper Mills Busy.

Appteton, Wis., May 2, 1904.—Manufacturers say that 
business does not show any great change from the condi- 
tions of a week ago. The flat paper mills are still a long 
way behind orders, the news and manila mills are pushed 
to satisfy customers, and the book paper mills are not find- 
ing any great improvement in demand.

Miami Valiey Mills Busy. 
(FROM OUK REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 2, 1904.—With all of the complaint 
emanating from various quarters, there seems to be a 
growing feeling that trade will brighten up considerably 
during the next month, when it is expected by some of the 
manufacturers and jobbers that they will do an unusually 
large business for May. Up to date, however, the manu- 
facturing end of the paper business has been active for 
several reasons. The most potent one, aside from the nor- 
mal demand, was the delay which attended the operation 
of many plants and the shipment both of the raw and fin- 
ished product. After a rigorous winter, during which 
transportation was almost impossible for long periods, 
came torrential rains which proved equally as disastrous. 
Now, there is more of a settled feeling, and the rush inci- 
dent to delayed orders is about over. Nearly all the mills 
are busy, and promise to remain so for a couple of months. 
The animation which tsually marked the spring trade was 
lacking in various parts of the valley, but a brighter future 
is ahead, and mill men are far from being discouraged. 
It is. admitted that trade did not approach that of former 
recent years, though the demand has been good and prices 
firm. There seems to be an unusualty heavy call for wrap- 
pings and express papers, and factories which supply the 
jobbing houses have had all they can well handle. In fact, 
some of the traveling representatives of Middle West 
houses this week received instructions not to book orders 
on certain grades, as it was impossible to fill them. The 
straw and board mills are busy, but a shortage of straw is 
likely to prove a serious handicap. M. V. 
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Toronto’s Paper and Publishing Changes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, May 2, 1904.—The Toronto paper and 
publishing firms burned out in the great fire are all of them 
actively at work securing temporary premises and making 
arrangements for rebuilding. It is reported that there will 
be some changes and consolidations, but practically all of 
them will continue in business and the plans for rebuilding 
show enlarged and improved structures. 

The W.-J. Gage Company is reorganizing its factory in 
a large skating rink and its plans include a warehouse and 
factory on the most modern lines. The vaults in the fire 
acted very differently; some brought their contents of 
valuable manuscripts and papers through safely, while 
others either broke open and allowed everything to be de- 
stroyed or allowed papers to become so charred as to be 
useless. 

The Copp-Clark Company opened its vault four days 
after the fire and found its own business books and papers 
and also valuable authors’ manuscripts safe. 

Rolph, Smith & Co., engravers and lithographers, are 
making considerable changes. Three members of the firm, 
Messrs. Joseph T., Frank A. and Frank Rolph, have bought 
out the interest of the other partner, David Smith, and 
have effected an amalgamation with the Clark Lithographic 
Company, Limited. A new charter will be applied for un- 
der a new and combination name. The premises now 
being erected by the Clark Company on Simcoe street wil! 
be occupied by the new company and enlargements will 
also be made. Meantime the premises on Lombard street 
will be used. 

Brown Brothers, Limited, have purchased the bookbind- 
ing and manufacturing department of Wilson, Monroe & 
Co., 77 York street, and will continue its business in the 
new stand until the question of rebuilding on their old site 
is settled and the building completed. The plant which has 
been purchased will enable the company to take care of its 
orders. Wilson, Monroe & Co. will continue at the same 
address as jobbers in bookbinders’ and boxmakers’ sup- 
plies. The Barber & Ellis Company has secured the Gran 
ite Rink as a warehouse and has taken an office in the 
Board of Trade. 

It was reported that the Ontario Crown Lands Depart 
ment had lost valuable records in the destruction of the 
factory of Warwick Brothers & Rutter, the Government 
printers, but Aubrey White, the deputy commissioner, 
states that -all that was burned was an index of the year’s 
correspondence, of which there is a copy at the Govern- 
ment Building, so that the only loss will be the composi- 
tion. 

Just before the prorogation of the Ontario Legislature, on 
motion of Premier Ross, the House authorized the exten- 
sion of the printing contract with Warwick Brothers & Rut- 
ter for a period of five years from July 1 next on the old 
terms, with the exception that for composition 50 cents 
per thousand ems is to be allowed, an advance of 5 cents 
per thousand. The Government feared that if it advertised 
for tenders it would not, owing to the fact that several of 
the large printing establishments had been destroyed by 
fire, be able to get as good terms again. 

Mr. Matheson, one of the leaders of the Opposition, saw 
no reason for objecting to the extension. He believed that 
the last contract would show a saving of a good many 
thousand dollars over the previous contract, and the work 
had been very satisfactory. a 


More Time for Lake Superior Reorganization.

PHILADELPHIA, May 2, 1964.—The Canadian Improve- 
ment Company, which is financing the reorganization of 
the Consolidated Lake Superior Company, has been grant- 
ed an extension on its option, which would have expired 
tomorrow, in order that all the creditors of the Consoli- 
dated Lake Superior Company may have another oppor- 
tunity to transfer their interests to the Canadian Com- 
pany.

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New York JOTTINGS. 


The shoestring topography of this town is gradually 
forcing paper dealers to change their methods of doing 
business. The growth of the city has been so great in 
recent years that the cost of delivery within the city limits 
is now about the largest item of expense to the dealers. 
Profits have been considerably reduced of late because of 
the long hauls. With nearly all the paper houses located in 
the lower part of Manhattan Island and the army of con- 
sumers extending still farther to the north each year the 
problem of cheap delivery has become the most difficult 
puzzle of the trade. To solve it the most feasible way 
seems to be to move farther uptown. Within the past ten 
years a number of concerns have done this. These, how- 
ever, have not gone much above Bleecker street. With 
most of them the move has been a good one, as the bulk 
of the local wrapping paper consumption is uptown. But 
as the old stands downtown cannot very well be aban- 
doned altogether the next best thing is to establish a 
branch house or office in the distant consuming centres 
of the greater city.

One of the conspicuous expansionists by force of* the 
conditions outlined above is the J. E. Linde Paper Com-

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THE STRAW CROP. 


Miami Valicy Advices Indicate a 35 Per Cent. Yield of 
Wheat—Straw Board and Paper Manufacturers Expect 
a Slim Supply ef Thcir Raw Materials. 





{FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 2, 1904.—Despite the claim a short 
time ago that the prospects throughout the Middle West 
and the South for a good wheat field were fair, consider- 
ing the unusual season, later reports indicate that in this 
immediate vicinity, at least, and possibly in other and more 
remote sections, there will not be more than a 35 per 
cent. crop. The early sowing was followed by driving 
rains, and the sun baked the earth so hard that growth 
was retarded. Similar conditions confronted the later sow- 
ing, and the cold weather came too soon to enable it to 
get the proper growth before winter. In this and sur- 
rounding counties hundreds of acres have been plowed in. 
One piece near Dayton of 40 acres, which had been twice 
sown with wheat, was plowed in both times. The cold 
nights and wet days of the past fortnight have been espe- 
cially hard on wheat, and if the crop averages one-third of 
the usual yield the farmers will consider themselves lucky. 
Straw paper manufacturers realize what this means, and 
though it was thought some time ago that a fair crop 
would be harvested, it is now feared that it will be a very 
slim one. Owing to the failure of wheat there is an ex- 
traordinarily large acreage of corn and oats. 

Shipments of straw for Central West mills were inter- 
fered with by floods and great quantities were ruined by 
water, so that the mills may find it impossible to operate 
regularly. Mill supplies are low, and there is much danger 
of their getting some lower. M. V.

Strike at Cushnoc Mill. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Aucusta, Me., April 29, 1904.—A strike is on at the mill 
of the Cushnoc Paper Company, affecting the repair de 
partment, which includes the machinists and millwrights. 
The men, nine in number, went out Saturday afternoon, 
because of the refusal of President F. S. Lyman to grant 
their request for a nine hour day. 

In speaking of the action taken by the men, Charles 
Meehan, president of the P. S. and P. M. Workers, stated 
that a request was made to Mr. Lyman about a year ago, 
asking for a nine hour day. The finishing room was 
granted the short day last June, and the machinists and 
millwrights wanted to be placed on the same basis. 

Matters ran along that way until about two weeks ago, 
when the request was repeated, being made to one of the 
officers of the mill, with the understanding that he should 
lay the matter-before Mr. Lyman. Not receiving a direct 
answer to the request a committee waited upon Mr. Lyman 
Saturday afternoon, and was told that if the men were 
not satisfied they could have their pay and leave. Ac- 
cordingly the nine men employed in that department left. 

When Mr. Lyman was asked about the matter he stated 
that the nine hour day could not be granted, and that he 
only knew of one paper concern making the same grade 
of paper as the Cushnoc Mill where it was in force in the 
repair department, and that was the Hollingsworth & 
Whitney Company at its Winslow and Gardiner mills. He 
said that he understood that the Copsecook mill of S. D. 
Warren & Co., also at Gardiner, had the nine hour day, 
but that they made book paper. 

He further said that if the other paper mills of the 
country should make the change he would follow. 


“The time to advertise is when you want more business.” 
There is nothing new about this saying; but it will bear 
repeating often—Printers’ Ink.

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WILL THERE BE TROUBLE? 


The Labor Question in Wisconsin—The Contract for the 
Short Week Schedule Will Soon Be Considered—Possible 
Action in the Fox and Wisconsin River Districts. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 2, 1904.—The great question in this 
valley just at present concerns whether or not there are to 
be any labor troubles as a result of the expiration of the 
short hour contract between the Kimberly & Clark Com- 
pany and their men. As most of the other manufacturers 
of the Fox River Valley who adopted the short hour sys 
tem did so after the Kimberly & Clark Company had virtu 
ally set the pace, in local parlance it is now “up to” the 
Kimberly & Clark Company to make the next move, pro 
vided it desires to attempt to go back -to the long hour 
system. The company is keeping perfectly quiet and say- 
ing nothing for publication other than the statement that 
the matter has not yet been considered. The employees 
who are prominent in the Brotherhood are doing no loud 
talking and very little talking of any kind. They still 
assert positively, however, that many of the big Wisconsin 
River mills are organized, though the Wisconsin River 
manufacturers assert as positively that they are not, and 
that if mo change is made in working hours on the Fox 
River, the Wisconsin River union men who are now work- 
ing the long hours will sttike for the short hours. If, 
however, an attempt should be made on the Fox River to 
go back to the long hours, then the Fox River men will 
strike, and the Wisconsin River men will postpone action 
to await the issue of the Fox River conflict. Whatever 
comes probably will not be undertaken until after the 
Niagara Falls meeting. It is felt to be possible that a de- 
cision may there be arrived at to-agitate for the three shift 
system, and it is felt that in any case the men may prefer 
to await knowledge of what the convention proposes before 
undertaking any action here, provided any is needed. 

Fox River. 


The United Brethren Publishing Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, May 2, 1904.—The trustees of the United 
Brethren Publishing Company from all parts of the United 
States, as well as the Bishops’ Board and other organiza- 
tions of the United Brethren Church; met here the past 


week and received reports. That of Dr. W. R. Funk, the 
publishing agent, will prove of interest to the trade, as the 
publishing house is one of the largest consumers of paper 
in the country and has an immense printing, bookbinding 
and engraving plant. The net assets of the association, 
after deducting the indebtedness, amount to more than 
$371,000, and the total liabilities April 1 were about $24,- 
ooo. The profits for the year were $40,000 and about $11,- 
000 was paid in dividends to conferences. The real estate 
valuation has been increased from $115,000 to $185,000 drr- 
ing the year, due to the erection of a manufacturing plant 
adjoining the fourteen story building which is now in 
course of erection at Fourth and Main streets. The latter 
improvement will involve an expenditure of $275,000, ap- 
proximately. Agent Funk reports the accounts owed the 
institution to be in better condition than ever before. They 
amount to $42,000. He observed that only a few pastors 
had lapsed in prompt payment and that this fact was grati- 
fying to the management and inspiring to the church. The 
accounts with mercantile plants are in good shape. Six- 
teen periodicals, with a total circulation of 417,704, are pub- 
lished. The board looks with pleasure to the immediate 
future when action will be taken to consolidate all of the 
vast publishing interests of the United Brethren, the Con- 
gregational and the Methodist Protestant churches. The 
headquarters will be in Dayton and improvements now 
under way here have been projected with the merger in 
view, it is said. The United Brethren accomplished a won- 
derful thing in removing its heavy presses and other ma- 
chinery from the old building to the new without material 
damage to a single piece. But for a three months’ inter- 
ruption it is believed business would have been better. The 
book and stationery store a new location on 
Fourth street, immediately back of the corner of Fourth 
and Main.

How a Freight Agent Averted Paper Famine. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 
Netson, B. C., April 22, 1904.—There would have been 
no issue of the Daily News on Wednesday and again yes 
terday had it not been for the tireless efforts of R. W 


Drew, head of the local C. P. R. freight department. The 
last sheet of paper had been used up in the News office and 
the combined stocks of the Tribune and Economist offices 
though generously proffered, would not have sufficed to 
fill a third of one day’s demand. A carload of paper was 
somewhere along the line heading for Nelson, but the time 
of its arrival was highly problematical in view of the gen 
eral demoralization of railroad traffic. It was impossible 
to get in a fresh supply of paper from Spokane by express 
owing to the break on the Nelson and Fort Sheppard 
The Rossland print shops were as bare of news print a 
was the News office. The prospects were gloomy, as even th 
supply of colored poster paper had fallen low. When the 
case seemed hopeless Mr. Drew took a hand in the gaim« 
He located the car ¢ontaining the urgently needed paper 
at Macleod on Tuesday morning. He had it rushed 
through to Cranbrook in time to permit of the agent there 
removing a number of bundles and forwarding them on 
the passenger by express. This supply was received here 
in plenty of time on Tuesday evening to satisfy require- 
ments for Wednesday morning’s paper. It was expected 
that the full car would get through from Cranbrook early 
Wednesday morning, and so only sufficient paper for one 
issue was expressed. However, another hitch occurred 
and the car had not got beyond Procter late in the after- 
noon, and was to be laid out there over night. Once again 
Mr. Drew saved the situation. He had the car opened 
again and another supply sent forward on the S. S. Ko 
kanee, which duly came to hand in good time for yester 
day’s issue. Yesterday the full car arriyed and the paper 
famine was broken, to stay broke for the next two or three 
months at any rate. 

Such practical assistance as that rendered by Mr. Drew 
in a time of pressing need almost takes the sting out of a 
freight bill of $533.75.

The Intermational and the Publishers. 


With regard to the Washington dispatches which stated 
that the newspaper publishers of the country had filed a 
complaint against the alleged paper combination with 
Attorney General Knox and that Mr. Knox was contem- 
plating proceedings like that against the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, President Hugh J. Chisholm, of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, on Thursday last made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The. dispatches from Washington in regard to an in- 
vestigation of the so called ‘paper trust’ do not mention 
the International Paper Company, but state that the charge 
has been made to the Attorney General that there is a con- 
spiracy existing between paper producers whereby there is 
a division of territory and curtailment of production. The 
complainants before the Attorney General are the same 
persons who recently appeared before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House and made statements to the same ef- 
fect, namely, as to the existence of a conspiracy among

paper makers and many other absolutely groundless asser 
tions. The persons who are engaged in this attack upo 
the paper business are merely two subordinates of tw 
newspapers with which the International Paper Compan 
has no business relations and which are well understoo: 
to be making fortunes for their owners and to be actuated 
by the desire to make still more profit at the expense of 
paper manufacturers. The statements of these men, posing 
as representing the newspaper publishers of the country 
are naturally given credence until their falsity is shown 
and their motives exposed. 

“Their charges made before the Judiciary Committe 
were completely demolished, their general misstatements 
being refuted by explicit verified denials supported by 
facts and figures. Ignoring this absolute disproval of their 
charges, the same persons have now applied to the Attor 
ney General and make to him the same discredited state 
ments. 

“So far as the International Paper Company is con 
cerned, it has nothing to fear, as it is not violating any 
laws or attempting in any way, shape or manner to re 
strain trade. Its integrity as a company is absolutely im 
pregnable and it was organized under the laws of th« 
State of New York, which are particularly stringent in 
regard both to bona fide capitalization and conduct of 
business. The company paid a very large fee to the Stat: 
of New York because it felt itself on sure ground and 
wished the stamp of approval that incorporation under the 
laws of the State of New York gives. 

“For a much less sum it could have been organize 
under the laws of other States which did not provide th« 
same safeguards for the protection of investors and th 
public generally. It will be surprising if the newspaper: 
publishers of the country permit themselves. to be drawn 
into the position of sponsors for two Democratic papers 
which are bent on harassing the paper industry for their 
own private gains and are, no doubt, seeking to mak: 
political capital incidentally for the Democratic party. 

“If, however, the Attorney General heeds these con 
plaints and the International Paper Company is involved 
in any investigation, it will meet every accusation fairly 
and squarely, and there is no apprehension on the part of 
its officers as to the results.”

NATIONAL PAPER ASSOCIATION. 


First Meeting of the Executive Board to Be Held on May 
19, at the Waldorf-Astoria—Subjects to 
Ceme Up for Action. 











The first meeting of the executive board of fhe National 
Paper Trade Association of the United States will be held 
on Thursday, May ro, at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New 
York. This board is made up of the officers of the associa- 
tion and one representative from each one of the six con- 
stituent associations. These gentlemen are officers: Presi- 
dent, O. A. Miller; first vice president, W. F. McQuillen ; 
second vice president, I. W. Carpenter; secretary and 
treasurer, J. E. Linde. Executive Board—W. D. May, 
Papér Association of New York City; W. F. McQuillen, 
Boston Paper Jobbers’ Association; A. F. Peck, Central 
States Paper Dealers’ Association; F. L. McClellan, North- 
western Paper Dealers’ Association; E. U. Kimbark, 
Western Paper Dealers’ Association, and Mr. Bond, Bal- 
timore Paper Trade Association. 

The call for the meeting was sent out by Secretary Linde 
on Wednesday of this week. No set program of business 
for the session has been arranged. On the contrary it is 
considered likely that each member of the committee will 
make such suggestions as have occurred to him and pro- 
pose such measures for eliminating abuses and for the 
benefit of the trade generally as he may think best. Among 
the topics that will be discussed will be the proposition that 
terms and discounts given by the constituent associations 
be harmonized so that they may become uniform all over 
the country. An effort will probably also be made to get 
the national association to recommend to the local bodies 
the adoption of a schedule on broken reams similar to that 
in use by the New York association. These, however, are 
but a few of the possible topics that may come before the 
meeting. 

The most important subject that will occupy the attention 
of the board will, no doubt, be the attitude of the associa- 
tion towards the manufacturers who continue to withhold

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from the dealers the protection to which the trade is en- 
titled, in the opinion of its members. On this question it 
has been suggested and the plan has been declared feasible 
that there should be some arrangement whereby the differ- 
ent constituent associations can exchange information con- 


cerning the actions of the manufacturers in the various’ 


sections of the country. For instance, where a manufac- 
turer sells direct in New York and does not protect the 
jobbers to whom he also sells, his way of doing business 
would, under the proposed arrangement, be communicated 
to the constituent associations with a request for informa- 
tion in regard to this manufacturer’s policy in other parts 
of the country. If after a comparison of experiences the 
fact is disclosed that the particular manufacturer does 
not, as a rule, protect the jobber, such fact is made known 
to all members of the association. This system of inquiry 
has already been tried in a tentative sort of way, and as a 
result of the investigations it has been found that some 
manufacturers adopt different sales policies in different sec- 
tions of the country. This diversity of action is due to 
the fact that the manufacturers have found it to their ad- 
vantage to sell a part of their product direct in some parts 
of the country and to deal largely with the jobbers in other 
sections. In such cases, according to the plan proposed, 
the machinery of the national association should be used to 
make such offending manufacturers see the error of their 
ways and to induce them to treat the dealers all over the 
country in the same way. In striving for this protection 
it is stated that the jobbers do not propose to assume an 
unduly aggressive course toward anybody, nevertheless 
the sentiment is strong among them that each individual 
member of the national association should know who are 
their friends.

The Utilization of Waste from Pulp and Paper Mills—An 
English Patent Granted to a Citizen 
: of Berlia. 








An English patent has been granted to Carl Gaertner, 
of Berlin, relating to an improved manufacture of pliable 
or flexible papier maché articles from the waste of wood 
grinding mills and paper and cellulose factories, such as 
reliefs, friezes, figures, ornaments, floor coverings, wall 
and ceiling facings and the like. It differs from the proc- 
esses hitherto used for the same purposes in that it is 
cheaper, ‘that the plastic mass dries more rapidly, and that 
the finished article can be unrolled from the mold. 

The invention consists essentially in the use of the short 
fibred waste pulp that is found in paper and cellulose fac- 
tories, in wood grinding mills and similar industrial estab- 
lishments, and which was hitherto used solely for the 
manufacture of inferior quality cardboard or the like. 

Heretofore papier maché articles were usually made in 
the following manner: Several different layers or coatings 
of a thick pastelike paper mass or pulp containing a con- 
siderable amount of water, and of the kind as used in the 
manufacture of paper, were successively applied to the 
mold consisting either of glue, gelatine, plaster of paris or 
sulphur, or of tin, zinc, iron or the like, the water con- 
tained in the paper mass being then removed by pressure 
‘and absorbed by means of a feltlike material. 

According to this invention, and assuming that it be de- 
sired to make pliable or flexible papier maché articles, the 
mold or the model of which a copy is to be reproduced is 
covered with a woven material of not too coarse a mesh, 
such, for instance, as canvas, which, owing to its pliant 
nature, is capable of being pressed close against the sur- 
face of the mold, model or pattern. A thin layer or coat- 
ing of paste made from the waste pulp is then applied to 
this backing, but without the aid of pressure, for instance, 
by means of a brush. 

The plastic mass, in consequence of its shortness of 
fibre, penetrates the meshes of the material, so that the 
latter becomes embedded in this mass to a certain extent. 
At the ‘Same time the material absorbs the moisture con- 
tained in the plastic mass so rapidly that this latter, to- 
gether with its backing, can be unrolled from the mold or 
model within a very few minutes’ time. The copy thus 
obtained reproduces the contours 6f*thé Gfiginal model in 
a clear and accurate manner, and is so pliable or flexible 
that it can be rolled up. Owing to the use of the backing 
material, the article can be madé extremely thin, without 
its strength being in any wise impaired. 

For many purposes, however, it is advantageous not to 
cover the model with a backing material, but to apply the 
waste pulp thereto in a thin layer and then to back it, in 
order to strengthen it with a stronger felting material, as 
its shortness of fibre does not possess the requisite felting 
property to allow it to be used alone for this purpose, 
and, moreover, it is brittle. For this latter purpose there 
can be used as a felting material a long fibred paper pulp, 
hair, asbestos or the like, or else a sheet of paper or paper 
felt. The felting material absorbs the moisture contained 
in the waste pulp and is thereby rendered extremely pli- 
ant and adapts itself perfectly to the contour or outlines 
of the layer or coating of waste pulp, while, at the same 
time, the two coatings or layers become thoroughly matted 
together, thus giving the requisite strength and flexibility 
to the mass when dry, after which it can be drawn oif the 
mold and rolled up. 

The employment of the waste pulp for the manufacture 
of various papier maché articles will also be found advan- 
tageous for making linoleumlike floor coverings and wall 
_and ceiling facings of the Lincrusta type. In both cases 
the waste pulp is used as a substitute for ground cork, 
which, as is well known, is expensive. The manufacture 
is carried out in a manner similar to that used for lino- 
veoum and Lincrusta. Linseed oil, oxidized in the known 
manner for the manufacture of linoxyn, resin, common 
rosin and turpentine are first mixed and boiled until a 
thorough solution and the formation of a gumlike mass or 
pulp are obtained. During the continued boiling and stir- 
ring of the mass there is added to it about the same quan- 
tity in volume of the waste pulp, but which, however, has 
been preferably first heated. 

The following proportions of ingredients will be found 
to give good results for the manufacture of the above men- 


tioned articles:

It is not necessary to dry the waste pulp, as it can be 
used in the same condition as that in which it leaves the 
paper factory. After being intimately mixed, a pliable 
glutinous mass or pulp is obtained, which, by the addition 


of a backing material, can be made up into thin slabs, 
strips or the like, if it be desired to manufacture floor cov- 
erings, or which, if flexible wall and ceiling facings are to 
be manufactured, is pressed into the requisite molds of 
wood, metal and the like. Im the latter case the mold is 
slightly moistened with water, and the already cooled, but 
still pliable, pulpy mass is then spread evenly upon the 
said mold. After applying a sheet of paper as a covering 
for the back, or some similar material to which the pulp 
will adhere, and which will prevent it from losing its shape 
when removed from the mold, the mass is left to itself for 
a time, after which the finished product, together with its 
backing, is unrolled from the mold and dried. 





Claims That the Service Was Improper. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

New Haven, Conn., May 2, 1904.—Alleging that the 
service made by a deputy sheriff upon A. P. Tutton, presi- 
dent of the Downingtown Manufacturing Company, a Penn- 
sylvania corporation, was improperly made, the Pennsyl- 
vania corporation, through Attorney J. K. Beach, is seeking 
to be released from the suit brought against it in the Supe- 
rior Court of this State by the New Haven Pulp and Board 
Company, of this city. Arguments were made before Judge 
Platt in the United States Circuit Court last week on a 
plea in abatement. The defendant sets up the fact that, 
not being a Connecticut corporation and the officers being 
non-residents, the Connecticut court has no jurisdiction in 
the matter. 

The suit is brought by the New Haven corporation to 
recover $4,500 damages. The pulp and board company 
contracted with the Downingtown Company for some paper 
making machinery, which was installed in its plant on 
Railroad avenue. A note was given in payment, which it 
was understood was not to be negotiated until the ma- 
chinery proved satisfactory to the local concern. Subse- 
quently the Downingtown Company transferred the note to 
the New Haven Manufacturing Company, which negoti- 
ated the paper. The pulp and board company claims that 
the machinery was not satisfactory and that it was unable 
to perform the work required of it. 

The Downingtown Company wants the case transferred 
to a Pennsylvania court. It recites the service upon Presi- 
dent Tutton on August 7 last, while on his way from 
the Hotel Garde to the Union Station to catch a train for 
Northfield, Mass., where he was going to attend the re- 
ligtots tofffefeficé, ant? "claims that" tHe ‘president stopped 
off here on his way to Northfield, and that he was not 
transacting business of the concern, and that therefore no 
service in the litigation against the company could be made 
upon him. 

The plaintiff claims that the service is good by reason of 
the fact that President Tutton did come to this city to 
transact business with the. New Haven Manufacturing 
Company notwithstanding his destination was Northfield. 

Judge Platt took the papers. 


The Kalamazoo Stationery Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

KaLAMazoo, Mich., May 2, 1904.—The plans for the new 
building to be occupied by the Kalamazoo Stationery Com- 
pany are now completed, and work on the structure is 
being pushed to the utmost, ‘as the contract stipulates that 
it be completed by June 1. 

The company owns a plot. of ground on the line of the 
Chicago, Kalamazoo and Saginaw Railroad 400x400 feet 
in extent, and the building will be 96x353, with a power 
house 40x60. Both buildings are one story in height and 
are built of brick, cement and steel, with factory construc- 
tion roof. The facilities for handling in and out freight 
are admirable as the receiving and shipping rooms are 
both on track frontage. 

Ample provision has been. made for lighting, while the 
modern blower heating system has been installed. The 
company will generate its own electricity for power pur- 
poses, each machine being driven by an individual motor, 
thus doing away with all line shafts and belting. The 
equipment of the plant will be of the most approved type 
in every particular. : 

At the outset the product will consist of tablets of all 
kinds, composition and students’ note books and stenog- 
raphers’ note books. The company will also do ruling 
for the various paper mills in this city. This will be most 
advantageous to the various Kalamazoo paper concerns, as 
in the past they have been unable to bid on contracts for 
ruled paper. 

The company will begin operations with seventy-five 
hands employed, and their complete line will be ready for 
the trade by July 15 or August 1. 

Two features worthy of mention in connection with the 
Kalamazoo Stationery Company are that a_ recreation 
ground will be established adjoining the factory for the 
help, and a special room equipped with all the comforts 
needed will be used as a place of retirement and rest for 
the girls. Lunches will also be served to the employees at 
a nominal price. H. 


Winkler’s Paper Testing Office. 


The eighteenth annual report has recently been issue: 
relating to the work of Winkler’s Paper Testing Offic: 
Leipsic. It is stated there is a good demand for its service 
on the part of both paper makers and paper users, an 
considerable support is also given by the German publish 
ing trade. Attention is not only given to paper, but als: 
to raw materials, chemicals, colors, &c. 

The office has become an authority for settling questions 
of moisture in pulps, in connection with which specia 
facilities have been introduced. There were 775 moistur: 
tests conducted during the year, and other tests brough: 
the total up to 1,560. 

There were 380 cases which called for microscopic deter 
mination of the composition of fibres. It appears that 12> 
papers were examined for toughness; 189 as to size resist 
ance ; 65 as to discoloring; 108 as to exemption from acids 
and 65 as to transparency. Inquiries were frequently r 
ceived by the office as to the use of certain papers fo: 
specific purposes. The work of the office shows that re 
jections in many cases were not entirely unjustifiable, al 
though in many cases a closer examination proved that th 
objections raised could not be maintained. 

As in former years, paper experts studied and acquired 
practice as a preparation for responsible posts which they 
had in view. Among those receiving training at the offic: 
was an Italian gentleman who joined his father’s firm of 
paper makers, also another gentleman who was appointed 
manager of a chemical wood pulp factory and paper mil! 
Another student acquired a thorough knowledge of pape: 
before joining a fancy and surface paper factory. 

The value of the office is also recognized by the printing 
trade, and the Leipsic printers arranged for a series of 
lectures on paper testing. A highly glazed surface of 
printing paper is fast losing its popularity, a substitute 
being required giving equally good results. The matter is 
engaging the attention of the Winkler office, and the re 
sults will be published in due course. 

Reference is made in the report to a method for pre- 
serving manuscripts and parchments invented by Dr. Schill. 
and this process is in use in some libraries. The cause of 
the. premature destruction of papers. depends partly upon 
the fibres from which they are made, and also on the influ 
ence of acids, sizes, &c. Dampness, dry heat, and fungus 
are also great enemies in regard to the preservation of 
documents, &c. The method of Dr. Schill consists in coat 
ing the documents with a special substance which gives 
a protection to the paper against any outward influence 
The experiments made by the office have proved satisfac 
tory. 

The transparency of paper has also been given special 
attention, the opaqueness being brought under six classes, 
from O, which is quite transparent, to V which which is 
as opaque as can be reasonably expected. 

Among inquiries was one as to the cause of spots ap 
pearing on wall paper after it had been pasted on the wall. 
It was proved in some instances to be due to the acid in 


‘the glue, but in others it was the raw paper which after a 


certain time of exposure to air and sun diseolored and be 
came dirty. Experiments were also conducted with th: 
view of obtaining suitable methods of sizing. The cause 
of breakages in parchment papers was found to consist in 
free acid, and in other cases chloride of zinc was used ip 
the manufacture of the paper. 

Concerning moisture in china clay the report states that 
in Great Britain 5 to 6 per cent. moisture is general; in 
France, 10 per cent.; in Austria-Hungary, 8 per cent. 
but no fixéd rule seems to have been made in Germany. 

Concerning the loss of fibre in the process of paper mak 
ing, some curious results are mentioned, in one case in a 
mechanical wood pulp paper there was a loss of 45 per 
cent. in some unexplained manner, and in another case, 
that of gulphite cigarette paper, out of 60 per cent. sulphite 
blended with 40 per cent. rag only 10 per cent. sulphite 
could be found, so that the remainder must in the process 
of manufacture have become dissolved and gone out with 
the surplus water. A question dealing with calender roll 
ers as to the surface becoming brittle and peeling off and 
showing holes, it appears that the trouble was due to acid 
combined with high pressure and heat injuring the surfac« 
of the rollers.

There is a large amount of very decided interest shown 
at present in box board matters. The demand for product 
fell off, and as a consequence the mills were shut down on 
several occasions and are now only running five days a week. 
As the business decreased, the Paper Products Company 
decided to reduce expenses, and suddenly cut off the official 
heads of a number of its high salaried employees, a per- 
formance that of course has set tongues wagging. The 
Paper Products management says that the cofhpany is in 
good shape, but that it was necessary to reduce expenses. 

R. B. McEwan, who has withdrawn from all the com- 
bination board interests, is going to re-engage in the 
manufacture of boards. He and his brothers will form a 
corporation bearing their own name, and in addition to 
owning a mill now running at Whippany, N. J., they will 
build a new plant for the production of news boards, so 
that there will soon be some new competition in the field. 
It looks as though the board market would furnish 
enough subjects for considerable lively discussion during 
the coming warm weather. 


Imports and Exports. 


On page 637 of this issue’ we print the figures of the 
Treasury Department as to the imports and exports of 
pulp and paper for the month of March, and also for the 
nine months ended March 31, together with the figures 
for the corresponding periods last year, so that com- 
parisons may be readily made. . 

In March, 1904; we imported paper to the value of 
$431,601, and in March, 1903, to the value of $380,500, an 
increase of $51,101. In the nine months ended March 31, 
1904, we imported paper to the value of $4,042,763, and in 
the nine months ended March 31, 1903, to the value of 
$3,530,703, an increase of $512,060. That increased busi- 
ness was very uniformly distributed. The United King- 
dom enlarged her sales to us from $592,387 to $685,004; Bel- 
gium from $132,828 to $182,105; France from $288,461 to 
$302,779; Germany from $2,140,846 to $2,417,574; “other 
Europe” from $150,959 to $178,945; and “other countries” 
from $47,903 to $99,038. Japan was the only country 
whose shipments decreased, and the loss was only $1 in 
the nine months’ business, she sending us paper to the 
value of $177,319 in the nine months ended March 31, 
1903, and to the value of $177,318 in the nine months 
ended March 31, 1904. 

We increased our exports somewhat in both the thirty 
day and nine months periods. In March, 1903, we ex- 
ported paper valued at $620,804, and in March, 1904, at 
$688,205. In the nine months ended March 31, 1903, our 
export of paper aggregated in value $5,312,332, and in 
the nine mionths ended March 31, 1904, $5,438,818, a gain 
of $126,487. Where this paper went to is shown by the 
following table:

In the pulp department we increased both our import 
and exports. In the nine months ended March 31, 190. 
we imported pulp valued at $2,503,452 and in the nin 
months ended March 31, 1904, at $2,751,263, an increase 
$247,811. Germany's shipments to us decreased fro: 
$458,847 to $306,455, ‘those of “other Europe” increase: 
from $618,153 to $968,767, and those of British Nort! 
America from $1,426,452 to $1,476,041. Im the nine month 
ended March 31, 1903, we shipped abroad pulp valued ai 
$342,333, and in the nine months ended March 31, 1904, a! 


$506,824, a gain of $164,491. 


The increased demand for sulphite in this country dui 
ing the winter was felt not only by our own manufactu: 
ers but also by those in other countries. The failure vo! 
the streams here stopped the production of ground wood 
This increased the call for sulphite, but even the output 
of that article was not normal, as some mills were obliged 
to suspend operations because of lack of wood. Thes: 
conditions led to increased importations, and it is notice 
able that whereas the Scandinavian makers of cellulos: 
at the time of their meeting in October of last year had 
large stocks on hand, the reports made at their meeting 
last month showed that those stocks had been wiped out 
This, of course, has not been due wholly to American con 
sumption. Other customers enlarged their demands, but 
the condition of the whole market undoubtedly worked 
well for the Scandinavian manufacturers. 


A recent report by the German consul in Crete com 
ments on the considerable amount of paper and cardboard 
imported there. Few of these goods come, from Germany, 
but a considerable amount from Italy and Austria~-Hun 
gary. The cause of the increased demand for these articles 
is the establishment, under the direction of the Govern 
ment, of numerous schools and communal offices, as we!! 
as the foundation of several newspapers. According to 
the consul there is a good opening for packing paper, mil! 
board, straw board, brown cardboard for bootmakers, 
printing paper, note paper, envelopes, school exercis: 
books, and also for ledgers of ordinary quality; the leaves 
and covers of these latter should be loaded with baryta, 
as they are sold by weight. 


There continues to be an active search for new fibre 
for paper makers’ use. Incident to this search are the 
constant efforts that are being made to bring into com- 
mercial use some fibres that have already been used on 
a small scale. In New Brunswick and in Texas men or 
groups of men are endeavoring to utilize sawmill waste 
in pulp mill work, while in other parts of this country 
work is going on with bagasse, cornstalks, &c. It is 
reported that ‘a new mill will be erected to make paper 
from bagasse, and that it is not improbable that there 
will also be another new plant to work cortistalks, rice 
straw, &c- 


There comes from Nelson, B. C., an interesting. story of 
how an energetic freight agent managed to get forward a 
supply of paper to enable a certain publisher to tide over 
an emeggency. The expense to the paper was considerable, 
but no editions were missed. Here is another chance for 
the committee of the American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation to make complaimt to the Attorney General that 
the “paper trust” is oppressing the downtrodden publisher 
The mere fact that the incident occurred outside the United 
State domain need not stamd in the way of making a com 
plaint, or doing something in the matter. 


The meeting of the International Union of Paper Mek 
ers, which will be held at Niagara Falls, N. Y., next 
week, will be watched with interest. There are several 
important topics to come before the body, the most 
vital of which will probably be that of raising a com- 
mon defense fund, for use in times of authorized strikes. 
There has been suggested a plan by means of which it is 
sought to have a fund of about $75,000 available at all 
times. 


Some manufacturers of manilas advanced prices during 
the week, the increase, however, only being an eighth of a 
cent a pound. The cost of production in this, as in other 
departments of paper making, has been rising steadily for 
some time past, and the paper manufacturers are certainly 
entitled to all they can legitimately get.

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News From THE MILLs. 


The ice above Grand Falls, N. B., broke Friday, and the 
logs hung up last year, estimated at from 25,000,000 to 
40,000,000 feet, are running past Fredericton, and all will be 
saved. 

The Connecticut River has been high for the past few 
days owing to the heavy rain storms of last week. The 
mills along the third level canal at Holyoke had their 
power reduced about one-half owing to the high water 
setting back, but few of them have been unable to run. 

The Ypsilanti Paper Company, Ypsilanti, Mich., has just 
completed the overhauling of its beater room. Cement 
floors and stuff chests have been put in and two 1,000 
pound Jones beaters added. All overhead shafting has 
been placed below the floor, the basement having been 
deepened and extended for the purpose. 

McLaughlin & Bishop have secured the contract for ex- 
cavating for the foundation and building of the new pulp 
mills at East Norfolk, N. Y., for the Raymondville Paper 
Company. They will commence the work this week. They 
expect to complete the job before this season is over. It is 
estimated that the cost will be about $50,000. 

The lumbering operations of the past winter in the 
vicinity of Phillips are estimated as follows: The total cut 
of lumber the past winter in No. 6, 6,000,700; E. F. Lock- 
hart, 2.346,990: Will Lacy, 1,892,310; Pat Redmond, 2,456.- 


730. The eut at Redington is: At Campbell’s, 2,248,270; 
G. Gilman’s, 2,592,780. The total cut at Kennebago is 
about 6,000,000, and at Magalloway not far from 18,000,000. 
These figures give some idea of the enormous lumber 
operations of the Berlin Mills Company, comparatively, not 
to mention others. 

The C. S. Garrett & Son Company, Philadelphia, is about 
to install two new steam engines at its Buck Run mill, 
which will increase the capacity of that mill for hangings, 
book and middles about 15 per cent. One engine will be a 
Buckeye tandem compound and the other a plain slide 
valve. 

Two cars loaded with paper from the Combined Locks 
Paper Company, consigned to the Pacific Coast were de- 
railed at Kaukauna, Wis., last week before they had fairly 
started on their journey, and tipped over on their sides. 
The paper was taken out through a hole chopped in the 
side of each car. 

The S. D. Warren mills at Westbrook are beginning a 
new system of keeping their accounts at the mills. Stephen 
Cordwell, formerly in the auditing department of the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad, is in charge of the clerical depart- 
ment. Charles W. Carle, for many years in the coated 
paper department of the mills, has been promoted to fore- 
man of the winder department. 

No extensive repairs or additions are being planned by 
the mills at Holyoke for the coming summer as the con- 
dition of labor has been such a’ to practically put a stop

White’s Pulp Beating Engine—Case’s Paper Machine— 
Paper Feeding Device—Combination 
Envelope and Sheet. 





John White, of Edinburgh, Scotland, has béen granted 
patent No. 757,585 on a pulp beating engine. 

“This invention,” says the inventor, “which relates to 
beating engines or hollanders for beating paper pulp, has 
for its object to provide simple and efficient: means for 
training or adjusting the knife plate in relation to the 
beating roll in substitution for the usual means of training 
the roll to the plate. With the existing arrangement of ad- 
justing the roll to the plate it is difficult for the attendant 
to determine with what pressure the roll bears on the 
plate. As beating engines are almost invariably driven 
from below, when the roll in the existing arrangement i$ 
lowered onto the plate the distance between the centre of 
the roll and the centre of the driving shaft is shortened, 
thus slackening the belt when the roll is in contact with the 
plate and tightening the belt when the roll is not in con- 
tact with the plate. My arrangement obviates all these 
difficulties, as the attendant has only to look at a hydraulic 
gauge connected with a water chamber which acts on the 
plate box in order to ascertain the pressure which the roll 
exerts on the plate instead of using the crude and uncer- 
tain methods now in use to determine this. Further, as 
the roll remains in a fixed position the distance between 
the centre of the roll and the centre of the driving shaft is 
never altered.” : 

In the accompanying drawings, which illustrate the in- 
vention, Fig. 1 is a longitudinal section, and Fig. 2 is a

cross section, of part of a hollander or beating engine, 
showing the means adopted for adjusting the knife plate 
in relation to the beating roll. Fig. 3 is a view correspond- 
ing to Fig. 1 and illustrating a modification. 

The beating roll a is held in a fixed position in station- 
ary bearings or the existing roll lifting mechanism may be 
utilized to bring the roll down when excessive wear has 
taken’ place on the bars of the roll and plate; but accord- 
ing to the invention the knife plate b is made adjustable. 
The plate b instead of being fixed to the “den” of. the 
beater is carried in a plate box c, which, as shown, may 
form part of a beam or beams ¢, hinged or pivoted at one 
end on a bracket /, which may be conveniently fixed under 
the backfall g’ of the beater trough g or at any other suit- 
able point, while the opposite end is carried by a link or 
links A (which may be adjustable) on a resilient support. 
This support consists, preferably, of a plate i, secured to 
the diaphragm j, of rubber, leather or other material, se- 
cured on and forming the cover of a box or chamber k, to 
which water or other fluid is admitted under suitable pres- 
sure to bring the plate b into contact with the roll a, the 
diaphragm plate i, to which the free end of the beam e is 
adjustably connected by the link or links A, being free to 
move vertically to raise or lower the knift plate b of the 
beating engine through an opening d in the bottom of the 
trough where the usual den is formed. When it is desired 
to take the plate b off or out of contact with the roll a, an 
outlet / for the fluid in the water chamber is opened and 
the water allowed to escape, whereupon the beam e and 
plate b descend by their own weight and may be brought 
to rest upon an adjustable stop on the water chamber. 

In order that a water tight joint may be formed between 
the sides of the plate box c and the orifice d in the bottom 
of the beater trough g, through which said box passes, a 
packing m is fitted around the orifice, the said packing 
being composed of one or more endless tubes, of rubber 
or other like material, held in recesses or cavities n, pre- 
pared for them in the plate box or in the beater trough 
and inflated with air, water, or other fluid or supplied with 
fluid by a connecting pipe or hose from an overhead tank. 
As will be observed, no part of the lever e can come into 
contact with the stuff. 

In the modification of the invention shown in Fig. 3 the 
pressure is regulated by a spring balance and screw instead 
of by the hydraulic arrangement above described. The 
knife plate and plate box M are carried by the pivoted 





lever L, the other end of which is resiliently supported 
from the bracket B, being connected thereto by the spring 
balance S and the screw P, which latter is controlled by 
the hand wheel H. 

Alfred W. Case and Lawrence W. Case, of Highland 
Park, Conn., have been granted patent No. 758,127 on a 
paper machine. 

The object of the invention is to provide a machine 
which will continuously produce uniform sheets of even 
thickness and compact texture from long, heavy or greasy 
stock—such, for instance, as is composed largely of leather 
fibre. 

The stock in a pulpy condition is flowed onto an end- 
less traveling apron above a perforated forming table and 
immediately subjected to the compression of a rapidly oscil- 
lated platen, which is so pivoted that the opening between 
the platen and the apron is wider where the pulp passes 
under than where the pulp passes from under the platen. 
This platen rapidly pats down the pulp and forms it into 
a uniformly even continuous web, and also felts the fibres 
so that they will be firmly matted together. The free water 


bolts that extend from the side bars through vertical slots 
11 in the side frames 12 and the clamp nuts 13 on bolts 
that extend through inclined slots 14 in the upper wedge 
blocks and through the vertical slots in the side frames 
are loosened, the upper wedge blocks may be moved onc 
way or the other for raising or lowering the forming 
table to the desired height. “After the forming table has 
been adjusted the clamp nuts are tightened to hold it in 
position. 

Cleats 15 are fastened to the sides of the table so as to 
engage the projecting ends of the back 16 of the frame 
and prevent it from being carried forward by the move- 
ment of the apron 17, which passes between the frame and 
the.table. The apron is preferably an endless strip of fine 
mesh wire cloth, but may be any other material having 
sufficient strength and the requisite mesh. 

The platen 18, which is movable up and down between 
the sides of the forming frame, is fastened to bars 19, that 
are hinged to the side frames 20. A shield 21 is attached 
to the back edge of the platen to prevent the pulp from 
flowing onto the top of the platen, and packings 22 may be

drains through the perforations in the table, and the edges 
of the forming frame above the table form the sides of 
the web. As the pulp travels with the lower apron it is 
carried beneath an upper apron and subjected between the 
two aprons to the compression of the lower bed rolls and 
the upper alternately arranged squeeze rolls and the lower 
bed rolls and the alternately arranged upper press rolls, 
which are forced down by weighted levers, adjusted to 
bear heavier and heavier on the pulp as it advances. After 
passing between the apron feed rolls the web is drawn be- 
tween cutter cylinders and cut into sheets. 

Fig. 1 shows a side elevation of one end of a machine 
which embodies the invention. Fig. 2 shows a side ele- 
vation of the other end of the machine. Fig. 3 shows a 
side elevation of the cutter end of the machine with the 
driving gears omitted. -Fig. 4 shows a plan of the cutter 
end of the machine, and Fig. 5 shows a plan of the pulp 
receiving end of the machine. : 

Fibrous pulp in a comparatively thick condition is al- 
lowed to flow from the spout 1 of the supply pipe 2 when 
the valve 3 is open onto the inclined trough 4 and down 
the inclined trough 5, that rests upon the rear edge of the 
pulp forming frame 6. The forming frame, which receives 
the pulp as it flows down, rests upon the perforated form- 
ing table 7, which is supported by side bars 8, that are 
mounted on wedge blocks 9. When the clamp nuts 10 on 


arranged on the shield to make tight joints between the 
ends of the shield and the sides of the frame. 

Supported by bearings at the top of the side frames 12 
is a shaft 23 with a pair of rocker arms 24, that are con- 
nected by links 25 with the bars 19, attached to the top 
of the platen. On an end of this shaft is a rocker arm 
26, which is connected by a rod 27 with a crank pulley 28, 
mounted on the side frame 20. This crank pulley is 
adapted to be belted to any source of power, and when the 
crank is rotated the platen is oscillated vertically between 
the sides of the forming frame and above the perforated 
forming table, the length of the oscillations being deter- 
mined by the adjustment of the crank on the pulley. 

The lower apron 17 passes from the roll 29 at the end 
of the machine over a roll 30, mounted at one end of the 
forming table, and between the perforated forming table 
and the solid oscillatory platen and after passing over a 
roll 31, mounted at the other end of the forming table, 
passes over bed rolls 32. This apron is drawn over the 
bed rolls by the lower feed roll 33 and passes down around 
an idler roll 34, then over a stretching roll 35, the shaft 
of which is held in bearings mounted upon screw threaded 
spindles 36. From the stretching roll the lower apron 
passes beneath an idler roll 37, over a guiding roll 38, and 
after passing around an idler roll 39 travels back to the

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WATER POLLUTION. 


The Ohio Supreme Court Sustains Finding cf Lewer Court 
Against American Straw Board Company—The Law 
Under Which Prosecution Was Brought. 





[rrom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) * 

Dayton, Ohio, May 2, 1904.—The Ohio Supreme Court 
syllabus in the case against the American Straw Board 
Company for the pollution of the Seneca River sustains 
the finding of the lower court, which has imposed a fine. 
The case fixes a precedent for future prosecutions and is 
of particular interest to tradesmen in general and to all 
mill men in this State. The syllabus is as follows: A per- 
son or corporation in this State who corrupts and renders 
unwholesome and impure any watercourse, stream or 
water, to the injury and prejudice of others, may, under 
favor of Sections 6920 and 6921, Revised Statutes, be in- 
dicted and prosecuted therefor in any county into which 
such stream or watercourse passes, whose inhabitants are 
injured and aggrieved thereby, although the refuse or other 
unwholesome substance causing such corruption and pol- 
lution may have been introduced into said stream or water- 
course in another county in this State.” 

Section 6920, which provides that certain offenses (nui- 
sances) “shall be construed and held to have been com- 
mitted in any county whose inhabitants are or have been 
injured or aggrieved thereby,” is a constitutional en- 
actment and is not in conflict with Section 7263, Revised 
Statutes. Judgment affirmed.” 

The decision is of widespread interest, in fact, and so 
attacks the paper manufacturer that he must suffer the 
consequences without a murmur. The pollution of streams 
has been a much discussed problem and the State Board 
of Health has sought to prosecute certain alleged offenders 
on several occasions. Locally the Montgomery County 
Fish and Game Protective Society and the board of health 
have stirred the Dayton straw board mill owners with a 
sharp stick for some time. M. V. 


Condition of Wiscensin Water. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
AppLeton, Wis., May 2, 1904.—The level of water in 
Lake Winnebago is about 18 inches above the crest of the 
Menasha dam. This is a very high stage, but not as high 





as was expected, due to the cold weather, which has melt- 
ed the snows slowly, and to the present period of dryness 
and lack of rain. There have so far been only two or 
three days that have felt warm and springlike, and no 
rains to give vegetation a start. The water has apparently 
reached its highest stage for the present, as it commenced 
to fall very slightly on Saturday, and two of the four 
sluices in the Menasha dam were promptly closed. The 
stage of water on the Wisconsin River is high, but not at all 
dangerously so, and no trouble is being experienced, except 
in some cases from back water. Fox River.

roll 29. The guiding roll 38 is arranged with a screw ad- 
justment 40, whereby it may be adjusted to cause this 
apron to run straight. 

Near the guiding roll is a perforated pipe 41, which is 
adapted to be connected with a water supply. By means 
of this jets of water may be sprayed upon the lower apron 
for washing out matter that has become embedded in its 
meshes. Beneath the sprayer is a tray 42 for catching the 
water that is used for washing this apron. 

Supported by standards so as to rest upon the aprons 
between the first of the bed rolls are squeeze rolls 43, and 
bearing down upon the aprons between the last of the 
bed rolls are press rolls 44. Levers 45, pivoted to stand- 
ards and provided with weights 46, are arranged to force 
down the shafts of the press rolls, the weights being prefer- 
ably so arranged as to increase the pressure upon the 
aprons toward the feed rolls. 

The upper apron 47 passes around an idler roll 48, sup- 
ported by bearings at the top of the frames 20, and then 
passes below the squeeze rolls and the press rolls to the 
upper feed roll 49. After passing around this feed roll 
this apron passes under a tightening roll 50, the bearings 
of which are supported in a contmon manner upon vertical 
screw threaded spindles 51, and then passes over a guide 
roll 52. Near this guide roll is a perforated pipe 53, that 
is adapted to be connected with a water supply, whereby 
the upper apron may be washed and pulp loosened from 
its meshes. A tray 54 is located beneath this sprayer to 
catch the water. From the guide roll this apron travels 
back to the idler roll 48.

The shaft of the lower feed roll is held in bearings at- 
tached to side frames 55, while the shaft of the upper feed 
roll is held by bearings that are forced down by levers 56, 
pivoted to the side frames and provided with weights 57. 
The pivotal supports of these levers that press down the 
upper. feed rolls are adjustable by hand wheels 58, at 
tached to threaded spindles that turn in the upper ends of 
the side frames. 

The shafts of the feed rolls have intermeshing gears 59 
and the lower shaft is also provided with a worm wheel 
60, meshing with which is a worm 61 on a shaft 62, that 
has a driving pulley 63.. By these mechanisms the feed 
rolls are rotated, so as to draw betweén them the aprons 
and the pulp. 

To assist the feed rolls in moving the aprons the shafts 
of several of the bed rolls are provided with worm wheels 
64, meshing with which are worms 65 on_a shaft 66 that 
has a driving pulley 67. 

The compacted web of pulp is carried from the feed 
rolls over a supporting roll 68 to cutter rolls 69, the upper 
of which has blades 70, and the lower has blade beds 71. 
The shafts of the cutter rolls are supported in bearings 
fastened to the side frames 72 and are provided with in- 
termeshing gears 73. The lower shaft also has a worm 
wheel 74, meshing with which is a worm 75 on the shaft 
62. Two sheets of compressed pulp are severed at each 
revolution of the cutter cylinder. 

When the rolls are placed alternately instead of one 
above the other, the water is pressed out more thoroughly 
without crushing the stock or separating the fibres. The 
weighted press rolls depress the aprons, with the inter 
mediate pulp, between the bed rolls, so that the aprons 
and pulp are first strained downwardly over a bed roll, 
then upwardly under a press roll, and as the press rol! 
weights are preferably arranged to bear down heavier and 
heavier as the aprons and pulp pass toward the feed rolls 
the straining is greater and the pulp compacted more 
densely until it receives its final pressure when passing 
between the feed rolls.

Pulp from Mili Refuse. 
[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Joun, N. B., April 28, 1904.—When 
the Cushing pulp mill was projected the 
advantages expected included the use of 
refuse wood from the sawmill. No doubt 
a good deal of the wood which was not 
available for lumber has been so utilized. 
The commercial value of this raw ma- 


terial was one of the questions in dispute 
in a recent lawsuit. George S. Cushing 
has been of the opinion that pulp could be 
made of other no account stuff which had 
not been utilized hitherto. 

Since he closed his connection with the 
big pulp mill Mr. Cushing has been carry- 
ing on some little experiments on his own 
individual account. He had a small building 
erected near his sawmill, put in machinery, 
engaged the necessary help, and embarked 
on a career of research. The idea was to 
make pulp out of edgings, slabs, and all 
sorts of odds and ends that were good for 
nothing else. 

Mr. Cushing has not been advertising

fidential. It is whispered about that these 
years of study and experiment have 
brought their reward. The pulp made 
from spruce bark and other refuse is said 
to be coarse. There is room for perfect- 
ing the process and the product. But it is 
pulp, and it is made from material from 
which it was not supposed that pulp could 
be made.

A foreman and several men are em- 
ployed in the little building in Fairville, 
lving between the pulp and saw mills.

PAPER.—“Some improvement” this week is the general 
report in regard to business in the New York trade. The 
settlement of the lithographers’ strike, no doubt, has had 
something to do with this improvement. All grades are 
moving fairly well, notwithstanding the fact that the tone 
of the market is quiet. Im Manilas the dealers say that the 
pleasant weather has stimulated trade considerably, but 
because of the lateness of the season and the absence of 
what is known as the spring trade this year the manufac- 
turers of Manilas are not as busy as they should be. For 
that reason wrapping papers, especially the lower grades, 
are somewhat weaker in price. The better grades of 
Manilas continue steady and firm in price, but their posi- 
tion is not strong. Screenings are still scarce. In Ma- 
nilas, as in the other grades of paper, the cost of manu- 
facture continues so high that any lowering of the quota- 
tions is out of the question, so the millmen say. The less- 
ened demand for wrappings, however, has forced some of 
the manufacturers to make concessions in order to secure 
new business. In Book papers, on the other hand, the 
tendency is toward higher prices. Evidence of this was 
given last week in the united action of four Pennsylvania 
Book paper manuafacturers, who put up their prices 4c. 
In the New York market it is not believed that this action 
will be followed by other manufacturers. It is predicted, 
however, that present quotations will be continued without 
any sign of weakness. The large, steady consumption of 
Book papers by the periodicals keeps the Book paper mar- 
ket in good condition. Writings, on the other hand, being 
more susceptible to the change in business conditions, are 
not as strong comparatively as Book papers. In Writings 
the jobbing trade has not been very good this spring. At 
present, however, the demand is a little better than it was, 
so some of the dealers report. The mills making Writings 
are busy, according to all accounts. One explanation of 
this is the fact that the production of Writings has not 
been increased within the past few years in proportion to 
the increase in the demand. The mill situation in Writ- 
ings is therefore better, comparatively, than the jobbing 
situation. Prices on Writings continue firm. In regard 
to prices on the other grades of papers the only positive 
change that has taken place this week has been an advance 
of 10c. per 100 pounds on its No, 2 Manilas, made by the 
International Paper Company. In Boards the situation is 
unchanged. All the mills are running full this week. The 
demand for boards is not very good. We quote:

WOOD PULP.—Small offerings of pulp this week have 
been reported, for which the manufacturers asked $17.50 
per ton. It is a noticeable fact that very little ground wood 
is being offered for sale. The explanation of this is that 
the manufacturers are stacking up all their surplus against 
a possible dry summer. When each one of them has ac- 
cumulated enough to last them over an average period of 
drought then their surplus will probably come on the mar- 
ket. The asking price for what little there is to be had 
today is $17@18 at the mill or $22@23 delivered. Would 
be buyers consider these prices as being too high. 


WOOD FIBRES.—From all reports received this week 


it would seem as if the market was just about as firm as 
ever. The tone of the inquiry is perhaps a little less eager 
because the consumers are withholding their orders in the 
hope of Obtaining lower prices. So far they have not been 
successful im bearing the quotations, so the fibre men re- 
port. The fact that the paper manufacturers have but 
small stocks on hand helps to keep the market firm, as 
when they do need pulp they want it in a hurry and must 
then pay the asking prices.

Improvement in the Paper Trade—Board of Trade Returns 
—Stationers and Paper Manufaciurers’ 
Provident Society. 











[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonvon, April 21, 1904.—There continues to be increased 
activity in the paper trade, and orders are more plentiful 
than they have been for a long period. According to the 
labor correspondents of the Board of Trade, in the paper 
trade employment remains fairly good on the whole. 
Branches of trade unions with 2,386 members had 2.9 per 
cent. unemployed at the end of March, the same as at the 
end of February. At the end of March, 1903, the per- 
centage unemployed was 2.6. 

The sixty-fourth report of the committee of management 
of the Stationers’ and Paper Manufacturers’ Provident 
Society has just been issued, and shows an increase to the 
invested funds of the society amounting to £352 Its. 6d., 
in addition to the proceeds of the anniversary dinner, held 
last year, and resulted in an addition to the residence fund of 
£217 7s. 4d. During the past year one member had died 
and three have joined the society, and one annuitant (a 
widow of a member) has died. Funeral allowances of 
£23 have been granted in respect of the deceased member 
and the annuitant. Payments for annuities and grants 
from the residence fund are shown to be rather less than 
those for last year and the temporary assistance a little 
more. Subscriptions of members show a considerable fall- 
ing off, owing-to so few new members joining the society, 
and the committee urge its advantages to those eligible to 
join.
